Trying Nixon 
In Wiretaps 

U. S. District Judge John 
Lewis Smith Jr. took under 
advisement yesterday legal 
arguments on whether for- 
mer President Richard 
Nixon, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and numer- 
ous other high-ranking 
Nixon administration aides 
must stand trial for alleged 
illegal wiretapping of news- 
men and government offi- 
cials. 

Justice Department attor- 
neys argued that the taps, 
installed as part of a govern- 
ment program to stop al- 
leged leaks of classified in- 
formation to the press, were 
a legal exercise of the Presi- 
dent’s power to protect the 
national security. 

Attorneys for . Morton 
Halperin, a former National 
, Security Council aide whose 
home telephone was tapped 
for 21 months as part of the 
program, claim the tap was 
illegal because it was used 
for political purposes. 

During the last 2 Vz years, 
the suit filed by Halperin 
has produced new details of 
the Nixon administration 
wiretapping program as well 
as general FBI handling of 
national security wiretaps.
